For this, by Rules ſevere, his Life he ſquar'd, 
That all might ſee the Doctrines which they hear'd: 
For Prieſts, he ſaid, are Patterns to the reſt, 

The Gold of Heav'n, who bear the God impreſsd ; 
But when the precious Coin is kept unclean, 

The Sov*reign's Image is no longer ſeen : 

If they be foul, on whom the People truſt,

With what he begg'd, his Breth'ren he reliev'd, 
And gave the Charities himſelf receiv'd ;
